iH eek Proclaimed 


To increase public awareness 
about the risk factors of stroke, 
the American Heart Associ- 
Maryland Affiliate is 
sponsoring a “Stroke Aware- 
ness Week"’ March 28 through 
April 1. To promote the week, 
the Heart Association is dis- 
tributing a ‘Stroke Awareness 
Week Kit’’ to Maryland 
hospitals, health maintenance 
organizations, other health care 
sites, and various community 
organizations. The kit contains 
posters, brochures, and_ post- 
card stickers which give infor- 
mation on the risk factors and 
warning signs of a stroke 


ation, 


Like heart disease, stroke has 
risk factors, the AHA reports. 
Some are controllable and some 
are not. However, because 
stroke is such a devastating dis- 
ease, it is critically important to 
pay heed to those controllable 
risk factors, the AHA said 
Treatable risk factors include 
high blood pressure, heart dis- 
ease, high red blood cell count, 
and transient ischemic attacks 
(TIAs). TIAS or mini-strokes 
often are an early warning sign 
of stroke. Stroke warning 
signals include sudden weak- 
ness, clumsiness, or loss of feel- 
ing in an arm, leg or side of the 
face, or loss of vision or speech 
The symptoms of a TIA are the 
same as a stroke, except a TIA 
lasts less than five minutes 

Risk factors that cannot be 
changed are age, sex, race, 
diabetes, prior stroke, heredity 
and an “asymptomatic carotid 
bruit." This is an abnormal 

whooshing"’ sound heard in the 
carotid artery of the neck using 
a stethoscope. A bruit indicates 
the buildup of fatty deposits in 
that artery that are shutting off 
blood flow to the brain, even 
though no symptoms are 
present 

Recent studies have also 
shown a strong link between 
cigarette smoking and stroke 
Other secondary factors that 
can indirectly increase the risk 
of stroke and can be controlled 
are high blood cholesterol, ex 
cessive alcohol intake, lack of 
exercise, and obesity

Marvland Farmers 
Ask About Diesel 
Fuel On-Road Ll se 


A change in the way the 
federal government taxes the 
on-road use of diesel fuel by 
farmers is not being copied by 
Maryland, accordding to State 
Comptroller Louis L. Goldstein 


Lately, several Maryland 
farmers contacted our office 
with questions about the 


method of paying Maryland's 
fuel tax on taxable use of diesel 
fuel in on-road vehicles. Fuel 
used by farmers in farm equip- 
ment, or ‘off the road,’ is not 
subject to the motor vehicle fuel 
tax,’’ Mr. Goldstein said. “I 
want to stress that Maryland 
will not copy the change in 
federal procedure which begins 
on April 1.” 

Under that federal change, 
farmers will no longer have the 
option of buying the diesel fuel 
free of federal tax and then pay- 
ing the tax due, generated by 
on-road use. Instead, they will 
have to pay all of the diesel tax 
up-front and then apply for a 
refund 

Here in Maryland, farmers 
who purchase both taxable and

tax-exempt diesel fuel will con 
tinue to have two options of how 
to pay for taxable diesel fuel 
Any farmer who is a member of 
the Maryland Farm Bureau is 
automatically covered by the 
Bureau's surety bond. They can 
purchase diesel fuel tax free 

Then, each month, they file two 
forms with the state C 
troller’s Office one showing 
their opening and closing inven 
tory (GTD 300) and a work 

sheet calculating the tax due for 
fuel used in on-road 
GTD 313) 

“This procedure, which we 
worked with the Farm 
Bureau, is easier than it was 
several years ago, when each 
individual farmer had to have a 
bond,"’ Comptroller Goldsteir 
said 

This is a change from the 
four forms which used to he re 
quired. And our Motor Vehicle 
Fuel Tax Division has prepared 
a set of line by line instructions 
on how to use the worksheet

Several years ago when the state of Maryland 
marched into Garrett County and seized control of 
the Youghiogheny River Corridor by zonirg its 
Shoreline, the reaction of many local property 
owners was one of outrage. A much larger version of 
this invasion has taken place in another area of 
Maryland because of the tremendous power of a few 
metropolitan counties and Baltimore City. 

Although every single delegate, senator and 
county commissioner representing each of the 13 
affected counties opposed the proposal, the state 
legislature nonetheless passed a piece of legislation 
in 1984 called the critical areas law, which was part 
of the Chesapeake Bay clean-up effort. The law 
allowed state zoning of the entire shoreline of the 
Bay and its tributaries. The zoning prohibits 
development within 1,000 feet of the water’s edge, 
the idea being that this will curtail pollution into the 
bay 

In fact, however, only three percent of the bay’s 
pollution comes from these 13 counties surrounding 
the bay. Sixty percent of it comes from the Patuxent 
River, which picks up the pollution from Prince 
George's and Howard counties and Baltimore City. 
However, because of their legislative strength, there 
are no similar restrictions and no zoning in these 
jurisdictions. It would cost money and _ limit 
development in these urban areas, which are two 
things these legislators and their constituents will 
not stand for. Fairness to the 13 Bay counties is not 
even being considered 

Baltimore City even had the power, and the gall, 
to exempt itself from the original critical areas law. 

In retaliation for all of this, Senator Frederick C. 
Malkus Jr., who represents several of the Bay 
counties, entered legislation this year to include the 
entire state in the criticals areas law. He saw it as 
the only way to force the urban counties, which are 
really responsible for most of the Bay’s pollution, to 
clean up their act. Because of an amendment by our 
own senator, John Bambacus, the new legislation 
exempts Garrett County since very little of our 
water ends up in the Bay. The Malkus bill, with the 
amendment passed the Senate on 
Friday, but is expecte? .o receive rough treatment 
by the House 

What worries us more than the issue of the 
pollution of the Bay is the tremendous strength of the 
metropolitan counties when it comes to the state

Roll dought to 16x8-inch 
rectangle, roll up from long edge as for jelly roll, seal 
seam and end. Place on greased baking sheet 
sprinkled with cornmeal, cover. Place large shallow 
pan on counter, half-fill with boiling water. Place 
baking sheet over pan, let dough rise 20 minutes. Cut 3 
slashes on top of loaf. Beat egg white and cold water, 
brush on loaf. Sprinkle with corn meal. Bake at 400 
degress for 25 minutes or until done. Remove from 
baking sheet, cool on wire rack. 


IRISH STEW 
2 pounds neck of mutton or lamb 
4 pounds (12 medium sized) potatoes

You will need a large casserole with a lid. Have 
the mutton or lamb cut into chops no more than an 
inch thick. Peel and slice the potatoes and the onions. 
Reserve 1 pound of the potatoes (leave them in salted 
cold water). Arrange in the casserole a layer of 
potatoes, then meat, then onions, then potatoes, then 
more meat, then onions, and finally a layer of 
potatoes, seasoning as you go. Add the water or stock. 
Cover as tightly as possible. Bring to a boil. Cook the 
stew gently on top of the stove or in a preheated 325°F 
oven for 2 hours. Half an hour before the end of the 
cooking time, add the remaining slices of potato. 
Serve hot in deep soup dishes. A good dark stout 
should accompany the stew, with a slice of Irish 
cheese to finish.

Preheat the oven to 425°F. Prepare the Butter 
Crust dough and roll it out to a thickness of 1/8-inch 
Ease it into a 9-inch pie pan and trim the overhang to 1 
inch. Flute the edges as desired. Prick the crust all 
over with the tines of a fork and bake for 20 to 25 
minutes, or until the crust is golden. Set it aside to 
cool. Don’t turn off the oven. Combine the sugar, 1 cup 
of the water and the butter in the top of a double boiler 
and heat over boiling water until the mixture is 
steaming (not quite boiling).

Of this studio, the Garrett County legend who spent his entire 
life in Grantsville from 1874 to 1927 wrote: 


For the best part of two years I must have developed 
photographic plates in our home cellar, mostly at night after 
working late, going to bed after midnight to avoid light being 
turned on and fogging my plates and to keep the temper of the 
women normal. In the meantime I dreamed daydreams of a 
studio with skylight office, darkroom, large camera and a printed 
background. I built castles in the air, of course, but afterwards 
tried to put foundations under them 

So one day I got a young man by the name of Galen W. Beachy 
to tear a large store box apart to use the lumber to construct a 
darkroom four by six by seven feet in one corner of the loft over 
our springhouse. The good cool spring of clear water at the 
southwest two stately pine trees 
constantly ideal for washing 
photographic pump was at once 
installed in the darkroom to pump the water up 

Here then the Mt. Nebo studio had its birth. Here, in this old 
vine-encircled springhouse loft a sort of couriosity shop 
containing a discarded baby cradle, a work bench and the huge 
old silent loom my mother used to weave cloth and carpets I 
began the weaving of my photographic toga.

Since the 
release of the book last spring, 
three publications have publish- 
ed positive reviews of the book, 
which are as follows 
through February 
1988 issue of The Genealogical 
Helper, The Everton Publish- 
ers, Inc., Nimbley, Utah: ‘‘Re- 
searchers with roots in Garrett 
County will appreciate this new 
volume by the Youghiogheny 
Chapter of the D.A.R. contain- 
ing transcriptions from the 
cemeteries in the county. The 
listings appear in order by 
cemetery, beginning with the 
name and location of the burial 
site. The transcriptions from 
the tombstones generally in- 
clude the name of the deceased 
with the dates of birth and death 
and many contain other 
notations such as references to 
family relationships and mili- 
tary service. A comprehensive 
every name index completes 
this fine work.” 

Winter 1987 issues of the 
Maryland Historical Magazine 
refers to the book as “~ 
compendium of names re- 
searchers have found in every 
known burial plot. ‘Some of the 
older cemeteries contained only 
fieldstone markers’ says the 
prefatory key to the volume, 
and we could find no names for 
some small plots.

Place salmon in a large skillet. Add remaining 
ingredients. If necessary, add additional water so fish 
is barely covered with liquid.

GCC Students Preparing To 
“Build Their Futures’’ 


A unique training program 
designed to meet the growing 
need for productive, skilled 
employees in the construction 
trades is now underway at Gar- 
rett Community College. This 17 
week, 555 hour program, 
offered in cooperation with the 
Western Maryland Consortium, 
is preparing students with the 
capabilities they'll need to enter 
the building trades this spring 
Students will be trained to 
assume positions as carpenter 
helpers or carpenters, masonry 
helpers, electrician helpers or 
carpet installers. They will also 
be equipped to function effec- 
tively in retail sales associated 
with building, and in the manu- 
facturing of building materials 
as well as in service, remodel- 
ing and maintenance positions 

Students, who range in age 
from 18 to 59, began their 
studies by learning basic math 
for carpenters, building trade 
terms, blueprint reading and 
retail selling fundamentals 
They have now progressed to 
‘hands on"’ learning activities 
in Frame Carpentry. This in- 
cludes learning how to frame 
floors, walls, ceilings, and 
roofs, as well as how to build 
steps and do repairs. They will 
soon be specializing in eight 
week sessions in either 


masonry, plumbing, electrical 
wiring or finish carpentry 
Throughout the training, stu- 
dents are learning building 
techniques by constructing a 
small building which will be 
sold at the end of the session 
Upon completion of the course, 
each student will have achieved 
specific competencies in Frame 
Carpentry as well as in his 
individual speciality area. Stu- 
dents also will have been 
trained in appropriate work 
habits, getting along with co 
workers and employer-em- 
ployee relations. In May, those 
students who have demon- 
strated a high level of 
competency in all areas, will be 
ready to join the building trades 
work force 

In order to familiarize local 
businessmen with the scope of 
the training program and the 
students’ capabilities, the Col- 
lege will sponsor a luncheon on 
April 27th at the McHenry 
campus. Any local contractors, 
employers or realtors who are 
interested in learning more 
about the training program are 
welcome to attend and should 
call for reservations. In the 
meantime, employers who plan 
to hire construction trade help 
this spring, are urged to call to 
obtain student resumes and

The new hardwoods also come 
in a wide variety of styles, widths 
and colors from chestnut par- 
quet to bleached-white solid oak 
to a wide plank, ranch-style wood 
with walnut pegs 

The floor

ing Institute cautions that water 
and wood don't mix and offers a 
few general guidelines for keeping 
hardwood floors clean 

For routine cleaning, remove 
surface dirt with a dry mop, a 
Slightly damp mop or a vacuum 
cleaner.

Spatter-painting a floor in- 
volves using a dark or light back

Stenciling is popping up every 
where, from furniture to fire- 
places to floors. One of the easiest 
painted effects to achieve, it needs 
only a stencil, paint, brush, ruler 
and a steady hand 

For floors that are too far gone 
to reclaim, tiling may be the only 
solution. Once relegated solely to 
bathrooms and kitchens, tiled 
floors are making a comeback 
Vinyl tiles now come in an array 
of colors and textures unheard of 
15 years ago. But the trend in tile 
is imported 

Italian and Dutch tiles are being 
used to create richly textured 
floors that complement a wide va- 
riety of decorating schemes. Mar- 
ble has become newly affordable, 
with the advent of smaller, less 
expensive tiles at $4.25 to $20 per 
square foot 

One of the drawbacks to bare 
floors is that waiking on them 
tends to be noisy. In a city apart- 
ment or town house, it’s almost 
essential to use carpeting in one or 
more rooms to keep the noise 
level down 

Comfort, warmth and a “fur- 
nished” look can be achieved with 
wall-to-wall carpet or room size 
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rugs. In the past, experts have rec- 
ommended against the use of car- 
pet when easy care was a design 
issue, but this is no longer true 

‘The introduction of stain-resis- 
tant carpets has revolutionized the 
manner in which carpet can be 
used in the home,” says Michael 
West, a consultant to Monsanto 
‘Floors are now protected from 
most household stains.” 

Tweeds, tone-on-tones and peb- 
bled textures in rugs are a help in 
hiding dirt and lint. Pattered de- 
Signs and stain resistant carpets 
are the wisest choice for areas in 
the spill zone 

Colors in carpeting run the 
gamut from neutral to noticeable, 
but Catherine Crane, author of 
“What Do You Say to a Naked 
Room?” offers this advice to pro-

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LIGHT CUISINE 
Lamps, illumination ideas 
for flattering rooms

It looks like an inquisitive alien 
It has three parts: podlike base, 
long skinny neck and one unblink- 
ing light-emitting eye. Sitting on a 
table, a high-design halogen lamp 
is passive and helpful if a bit 
snoopy

new halogen light bulb 
predecessor, the in 
candescent bulb invented by 
Thomas Edison, seem bald and 
elderly. Because of its adaptable 
size, halogen has revolutionized 
lighting design 

But making halogen lamps do 
tricks is only part of the fun of 
modern lighting. Today's lighting 
isn't so much about bulb and fix 
tures as it is about drama 

The source of light often is hid- 
den, but the effects are breathtak- 
ing 

Lighting designers wash home 
interiors with carefully selected 
splashes of light from a living 
room's soft glow to a workspaces 
no-nonsense brilliance. But light 
design, though a subtle art, is a 
specialized one. It takes a delicate 
balance of light-blending to make 
rooms inviting as well as function- 
al 

Part of the drama of home 
lighting involves the way it illumi- 
nates inhabitants. If you're doing 
your taxes on the rug or reading, 
you need a high light level. But if 
you're enjoying an intimate eve- 
ning at home, you can use lighting 
to create a softer effect that 
flatters everyone in the room

be seen. If the mood is romance or 
simply an avoidance of harshness, 
stage lighting experts have tips on 
using light to enhance your ap- 
pearance 

“Strong directional lighting is 
the least flattering,” says Dr. Roi- 
bin Huber, a lecturer in theater 
arts. If you take a spotlight and 
aim straight down on a person, it’s 
going to make every indentation 
on the face stand out.” 

Huber suggests using multi- 
directional and diffused lighting 
(lighting from many different an- 
gies) to soften and flatten out faci- 
al lines 

Don't be afraid to use pink 
bulbs,” he advises. “They can be 
very effective. Pink makes skin 
look warmer. It gives the illusion 
of a glow.” 

You can also paint a wall a 
warm tone and bounce light off it 
to keep your skin looking sum- 
mery. But watch out if you have a 
blue or green wall. “Avoid bounc- 
ing light off a cool color,’ says 
Huber. “It might not be as flatter- 
ing 

According to Huber, one type of 
fixture that helps create compli 
mentary lighting is the wall 
sconce. Mounted at eye level, it 
washes the wall with light 

It creates a glowing wall with 
indirect lighting. You come into a 
room with the walls lit. It creates 
back lighting, silhouette lighting 
The end result is much more 
flattering 

Huber advises investing in good 
indirect lighting sources such as 
scones, torchieres and spotlights 
which can be directed against 
walls. A torchiere is a standing 


! 
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lamp in which the light source is 
aimed upward 

The professor of theater arts 
also suggests buying switches that 
can dim or brighten light sources 

“It's worth every bit of your 
money to get fixtures that either 
have internal dimmers or to buy 
dimmers for them. That's the only 
way you can select the right inten- 
sity for all times with diffused 
light.” 


LIGHT ON TRACK 

Low voltage track lighting has 
been around for over 20 years but 
its popularity surged during the 
last five years. It offers a concen- 
trated, narrow lighting pattern 
ideal for focusing on a room's spe- 
cial features 

Track or recessed accent light- 
ing can range from a narrow pen- 
cil beam directed at a specific ob- 
ject to a broad spotlight washing 
over an entire wall 

Use it to create special effects 
Spotlight wall hangings and art 
objects. Place a floor “can” light 
so it shines into the branches of a 
ficus or potted palm 


LET THE SKY IN 

Skylights work magic in small 
dark spaces. They splash rooms 
with natural light, making them 
warm, bright and inviting. Have a 
dark, stuffy attic you'd like to 
transform? A skylight may be the 
answer 

It doesn't matter if you have a 
sloped or flat roof, thick roofing 


tiles or asphalt shingles 

The number of skylight designs 
and features have been going 
through the roof, along with 
skylight sales 

New on the market are fully- 
assembled, ready-to-use skylights 
that reduce installation time and 
human error. And there's an attic 
over the room you want to light, a 
contractor or carpenter can in- 
stall a light shaft. It will direct 
daylight from the rooftop skylight 
into the location you desire 


BATHLUMINS 

The right lighting displays a 
new bathroom at its best and also 
adds to its safety and convenience. 

Convert all bathroom fixtures 
to fluorescent to improve the 
room's lighting quality and reduce 
electricity costs 

“For applying makeup or shav- 
ing, two lamps or fixtures at about 
eye level, 36 to 40 inches apart, 
will evenly light both sides of your 
face,” says Changing Times maga- 
zine. “This arrangement is more 
flattering than the light over the 
mirror in most bathrooms.” 


HELLO, HALOGEN 

A halogen bulb consumes ap- 
proximately half the power of in- 
candescent light and can last 
seven times as long. It will pro- 
duce a crisp white light more sun- 
like than any other type of artifi- 
cial lighting 

Without a big bulb to house, hal- 
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ogen task lights bob and sway 
with light that appears to come 
from little more than a stretch of 
wire. A slender, reedlike halogen 
torchiere can provide enough 
power to wash a room with high 
noonlike brightness 

Sound too good to be true? OK, 
here are the disadvantages of hal- 
ogen: It's expensive (at least at 
first in the long run, it's eco- 
nomical), the bulbs get ouch! 
hot. Even if the bulbs are cool 
handle halogen with care: the oil 
from you fingertips can destroy 
the bulb

you plan to pay it off. Remember, 
you are borrowing, not saving, 
money, and your new monthly 
payments probably will be higher 

Restructuring: In the early 
1980s, many houses were pur- 
chased with the buyers assuming 
an existing mortgage and the 
seller taking back a short-term 
second mortgage. Now that these 
second mortgages are coming due 
and interest rates are down from 
previously higher levels, it is pos- 
sible to replace old loans with new 
ones 

Depending on the circum- 
stances, the same options used in 
borrowing also are available for 
restructuring. Again, the choice is 
a price-comparison decision

There are two basic kinds of in 
secticide sprays approved by the 
Environmental Protection Agen

HOME CONTROLS 

We're still several 
from making the move into fu- 
turistic automated houses that do

But there are many home im- 
provements available today that 
can give high-technology enthusi- 
asts a taste of the worry-free, en 
ergy-efficient lifestyle that smart 
homes can offer 

Programmable timers can take 
on the responsibility of turning on 
sprinkler systems or lights at pre- 
set times of day while the home 
owner works or plays. Some tim- 
ers are smart enough to calculate 
the changing hour of sunset for 
each day of the year, so lights al- 
ways go on at dusk 

Many of these programmable 
devices work with touch-pad ease 
Programmable set-up/set-back 
thermostats automatically turn 
down the heat when everyone's 
gone, and have the house warm

and ready when everyone returns 

Computerized bath and Jacuzzi 
controls turn water on and off at 
programmed times and to the de- 
sired temperature, so the weary 
home owner needn't worry about 
overfilling the bathtub or bringing 
water to the boiling point in a hot 
tub 

Other devices go beyond the 
touch-pad. Motion detectors in a 
room can automatically turn off 
lights when the last person leaves, 
and turn them on again when 
someone enters, while solar- 
powered fluorescent patio lights 
iutomatically turn on at dusk and 
off at dawn 

Intercom systems are updated 
with no-hands operation, offering 
communication throughout the 
house and in adjacent buildings, 
such as the garage. Infants can be 
monitored and outside doors can 
be answered from any room 

Even tools have gone high tech 
The Digitape, a handheld device 
measures distance by ultrasound 
The operator determines distance 
at the speed of sound simply by 
pushing a button 

With so many smart devices on 
the market, some home owners 
are opting for home automation 
devices that activate everything 
from lights to thermostats to 
home entertainment equipment 
with one remote-control system 


HOME SECURITY 

It only takes one break-in to 
convince a home owner that a 
smart home is a safe home 

When it’s protection from an in- 
truder that the home owner de- 
sires, the best place to start is at 
the front door. The newest locks 
offer deadlocking latches that are 
virtually impossible to pick, and 
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protect the frames as well with 
screws that anchor locks all the 
way to the framing studs. “Panic 
proof” inside knobs let residents 
out quickly in case of fire or an 
emergency 

Today's security systems go far 
beyond the barking watchdog 
Sensors for doors and windows 
and perimeter devices such as foil 
strips, sensors that detect glass

One of Garrett County's one of the world’s 
most outstanding young people, Dr. Scott Glotfelty, 
died last week after being attacked by bees in Togo, 
Africa 

The effects of this tragic loss are being 
experienced not only by his family and friends, but 
also by over 5,000 Peace Corps volunteers and, 
indeed, by an entire nation of people; for Scott was 
the key figure in a new project in Togo designed to 
upgrade the diets of the residents and thus improve 
the quality of life there 

There are many people who profess a strong 
faith, but so few who go to such great lengths to live 
their faith. Scott was one of those few; one who made 
a supreme effort to make a positive difference in the 
world. Because of the profound love and careful 
nurturing of his parents and siblings, Scott 
developed into a shining example of a generous 
caring humar — 

His loss to Peace Corps and the people it 
serves Is signifi se in many ways, for rarely does a 
young, talented veterinarian give up or suspend a 
potentially lucrative career to be a Peace Corps 
volunteer. But that was Scott. His caring for others 
superseded all desires for material gain 

Mere words do little to ease the pain and 
suffering of Scott’s loved ones, who must somehow 
go on with living. In our search for the best words to 
describe the person of Scott Glotfelty, we could find 
no better than the following, which were written by 
Scott himself when he made application to the Peace 


‘My family always taught me to give of myself 
and help others, regardless of their backgrounds. . . 
I gained my greatest satisfaction when I could help 
or ease the suffering of a friend, family member or 
an animal. Whether it was a word or a stroke from 
my hand, I could not find a better way to express my 
feelings and compassion. . . than by being open and 
willing to learn new ways of being. Practicing 
veterinary medicine in a developing country could 
hopefully fulfill my desire to assist people feed 
themselves and fight starvation while showing them 
how to treat animals so they can be better assets 
I can also continue to learn more about myself as I 
experience new cultures 
I can't profess to change the world, or even 
wherever I go, but it is worth 
the try, for myself and those I'll meet. I continually 
look personal growth and feel I can give to a 
people some of my knowledge in return for the their 
realization of life.’

Plan Strategies to Cope With Income Tax Changes 


The Tax Reform Act of 1986 
is effective for 1987 federal in 
come tax returns due April 15 
Even if you have been paying 
some attention to all that has 
been written, you won't really 
understand the new rules until 
you start figuring whether you 
owe the federal government 
or have a refund due 

Patricia M. Tengel, a family 
resource Management special 
ist for the University of Mary 
land's Cooperative Extension 
Service, suggests that you begin 
the tax-filing procedure 
mediately so that you'll know 
what Internal Revenue Service 
forms you'll need 

You may find that you need 
forms which are not part of the 
tax packet sent to you in late 
December by the IRS,” Dr 
Tengel says. ‘‘So make plans to 
pick up the forms at a district 
IRS office, or duplicate them on 
a copying machine at many 
public libraries. Allow at least 
two weeks if you order tax 
forms through the mail from 
IRS."’
